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INTRODUCTION 


This  supplement  to  Living  with  the  Law  was  federally  funded  with  LSCA  Title  I  funds  through  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  as  part  of  the  "On  the  Road  with  Legal  Information" 
grant. 

It  contains  "legal  literacy"  and  self-help  titles  that  have  been  added  to  the  Trial  Court  Law  Library 
collection  since  publication  of  LWTL  in  August  1992.  The  emphasis  is  on  items  that  are  up-to-date,  in 
print,  reasonable  in  cost  and,  where  available,  intended  specifically  for  Massachusetts  citizens.
